‘“IhCTe are approximately 110,000 
people of the German mlncMrity In 
Yugoslavia, among whom are in­ 
cluded those to whom the State 
Department referred in its press 
release. 
No Replies To Request* 
“Pendmg a decision concerning 
them b y competent Allied authori­ 
ties, my country has repeatedly 
asked that, as provided for in the 
Potsdam agreement, they b e re­ 
settled in Germany. On January 19, 
1946, at^ again a n May 16, 1946, my 
government requested the American 
Emb assy in Belgrade to use its good 
offices to speed a settlement con- 
cerrJng these people b y the capital's 
A'liéd Control Council in Berlin. 
There were no replies to the*e re­ 
quests.

Aetive In Party In Germany 
"Although 1 was active In th 
party In Germany, I have taken no 
part in Communist activities since 
my arrival here in 1941." Eisier 
said In an interview. 
The allegaUon that lasler was 
the key man in American party af­ 
fairs was voiced yesterday b y Louis

economics instructor who a year ago 
b ecame a Catholic after renounc­ 
ing Commimism. 
Budenz, former editor of The 
Daily Worker, official party news­ 
paper pub lished here, said today he 
took orders from “Hans Berger* 
while holding the editorial post and 
that Berger “had b een represented 
to me as Gerhard Eisier.” 
Budens Reaffirms Accusalion 
Budenz, apprised of Elsler's den­ 
ial ol party work here and use of 
the name Hans Berger reaffirmed 
his accusation that the man was 
tlM top United State* Communist 
saying: 
“He was a men who was the 
equivalent of the Communist in- i 
ternatlonal representative while I 
was there (on The Daily Worker).”

housewife, b eing convicted. 
The FBI annoimcemcnt of the 
arrest of Lau continued: 
“In the investigation of the Lud­ 
wig case the FBI learned the Capt. 
Ulrich Von Der Osten who was 
killed b y a taxicab in Tim« s Square 
and one "Blir were the paymasters 
for the German spies operating 
under Ludwig’s tutelage. 
Name Found In Noteb ook 
"When Von Der Osten wa* killed 
Ludwig recovered the latter’s b rief 
case from the scene of the accident 
and fled. 
Sub sequently Von Der 
Osten’s noteb ook was recovered b y 
the FBI and the name Bill was 
mentioned prominently in a secret 
ink letter sent b y Ludwig Ascrib ing 
the fatal accident of Von Der 
Cteten. 
“Lau, an Argentine citizen of 
German b irth, has b een operating a 
hosiery b usiness in Argentina during 
the war and also had an office in 
New Ytwrk City as a front for his 
activities in 1940 and 1941. Investi­ 
gation b y the FBI conducted in 
Soutih America, England and Cana­ 
da since that time culminated in 
Lau’s iqjprehension today in New 
York where he arrived from Coaada 
on Wednesday of this week, his first 
(Co n tin u ed o n Pg g e zo .

The statement asserted ***t must 
b e made clear Uiat our nation 
utterly renounces for itself the use 
internationally of the roethcxl of 
intolerance," and “it must b e made 
equally clear that persistence inter­ 
nationally b y the Soviet government 
or the Soviet Communist Party In 
methods of intolerance x x x will 
not In fact make their faith prevail 
and will jeopardi:» the peace.” 
Stotonent Was Requested 
A spokesman for the council, a 
federation of 25 national denomin­ 
ations with more than 27.000,000 
church memb ers, said the statement 
was the result of many requests 
from clergymen and church mem­ 
b ers for guidance in thinking along 
lines of pub lic policy. 
In a discussion of "tension*" b e­ 
tween the United States and the 
USSR, the cmmcU declared “the 
present armament race b etween the 
United States and the Soviet Union 
will, if continue« !, prob ab ly lead to 
the destruction of b oth.”

Do Republicans Have 
A Program? Let Us See 
It ha* bet© carelessly charged that the Republican 
Party does not have a program. Let * see! The House 
Republican Postwar Ta* Study Committee, appointed 
more than taro and a half years ago un anticipation 
of Just such an upheaval that will five the OOP 
control at the next Congress, has advanced to such an 
extent In preparation for taking aver the responsibil­ 
ity of writing a comprehensive postwar tax program 
that little time win be lost tan putting It into action 
when Congress convenes in January. 
The program provides, among other thing*, for 
a reduction in federal expenditure* to around 833 - 
OOO 000.000 This figure is in line with a pledge made 
on the floor of the House by Representative John 
Tiber ranking Republican member of the Appropria­ 
tions Committee, that under Republican control the 
federal budget would be cut to 132.000.000.000. and 
thai, bo doubt, will be the ceiling fixed in the legis­ 
lative budget to be adopted early in the next session 
as provided for the Congressional Re-organisation BUI. 
With this program in mind. Representative J. 
Glenn Beal!, candidate for re-election to Congress 
from the Sixth Maryland district, and Oil. D John 
Marker. Republican candidate for the United States 
Senate, have emphasised throughout their campaign 
that because federal receipts are expected to exceed 
940.000 000.000 this will permit a large enough surplus 
to apply *3 000 000.000 on the national debt, reduce 
persona] income taxes 20% and make downward ad­ 
justment* in federal excise taxes. Republican candi­ 
date* in Maryland have noted such a program should 
he compared with Canada s decision to reduce taxes 
S3% Hi 1947. whereas the Truman administration has 
stated repeatedly that H cannot reduce federal ex­ 
penditure* and cannot promise relief from the present 
tax burden. 
These self-appointed advisers on tax policies in 
the executive branch of the Government expect the 
American people to overlook the fact that present 
rate* Em individuals are at the confiscatory level pro­ 
posed by the Hew Deal IO years ago.

In the constantly occuring inci­ 
dents which bear on our relations 
w’lh Russia, on* emerged this week 
which throws a special light on the 
bteadlh and depth of the issue For 
understanding this incident it should 
be bom* ta mind that one of Rus­ 
sia's satellite countries ta Eastern 
Europe is Czecho-Slovakia. 


To Caecho-Slovakia th* govern­ 
ment of the United States, through 
ant of its agencies, was in process 
of Seiling 850,000 OOO worth of sur­ 
plus material left over from goods 
accumulated during th* war. 
Through a second agency, our gov­ 
ernment was considering an appli­ 
cation from Csecho-Blovakla for a 
loan of $50,000,000 Both these trans­ 
actions 
were greatly wished 
by 
Csecho-Siovakia. 
naturally. 
Both 
have been suspended by our gov- 
ei omen i. 
• 


Reasons Given By Government 


The reasons given by our govern­ 
ment include mainly two: At the 
Purls Peace Conference the Czecho- 
dk .akian representatives supported 
a charge made repeatedly and most 
provacatively by the Russian repre­ 
sentatives against the United States. 
Tile charge was that we, in our at­ 
titude toward the world, generally, 
are attempting "economic imper­ 
ialism " 
• Another version of the Russian 
charge has been that we are at­ 
tempting “economic enslavement" 
of other countries). Also, that the 
Crecho-Slovakian government takes 
supplies sold to her by us and re­ 
sells 
them 
to another 
country, 
Rumania, at a profit. 
When Russia says, and Csecho- 
blovskla echoes, that we are at­ 
tempting 
“economic imperialism.'’ 
ti tat is their way of putting it It 
im a way designed to prejudice the 
world against us. The truth can 
br stated briefly. 
We have been making loans and 
gills to many countries. Some we 
have been making directly as trans­ 
actions between us and the receiv­ 
ing countries—this is the case of 
Czecho-Slovakia. Other gift* we 
have made through UNRRA 
In 
these cases we make the gifts to 
UNJURA and UNRRA. ta its own 
decision, sends our gifts to what 
countries it choose*, we have no 
control over the destination. Of all 
the giving done by UNRRA in all 
the world, 70 percent comes from 
BL______________________________ 


test Is whether the agreement brings 
peace for any length of time or 
plunges the participants into anoth­ 
er war This is something which will 
not be known for many years to 
come. 
The Parte conference did not nettle 
all the fundamental questions before 
It. Many compromises were offered 
and many were rejected. But the 
significant thing about the confer­ 
ence is that It has not adjourned. 
The parties will keep on talking. It 
may be that It will be another year 
or more before a comprehensive 
settlement of the Issues growing 
out of World War IT will be achieved. 
Encouragement Can Be Derived 
In a broad sense, the world can 
derive encouragement from the fact 
that the discussions continue. For 
as world opinion plays its search­ 
light on the debates, inevitably 
world opinion will penetrate even 
the “iron curtain.’' And the moves 
being made by the democracies are 
bound sooner or later to Impress 
even the totalitarian regime that 
there must be some element of co­ 
operation lest Russia’s own recovery 
be stymied and her own Internal 
situation become so unstable eco­ 
nomically as to furnish the basis 
for revolt. 
* 
The negotiations at Parte tax the 
patience of fair-minded men whose 
concept of an agreement is a spirit 
of give-and-take. 
The 
Russians 
make concessions on minor points 
but never seem to budge on the 
major points. The Russians have 
been encouraged by a virtual “fifth 
column” Inside the United States 
which is a# active in behalf of the 
communistic foreign policy as the 
pro-Nazte and their organizations 
were for the Nazi cause inside the 
United States before December 1941. 
The American people are slow to 
discover certain disloyal elements 
which have bored within a minority 
of our labor unons and which have 
secured the support of varcnis “lib­ 
eral” citterns and organizations that 
happen to be nothing but fronts for 
communism 
Barrier ta Understanding 
The Russian government may not 
know it, but the biggest single bar­ 
rier betag erected to an understand­ 
ing with the Russian people is that 
formed by the activities of those

ties to the south of us. Up until 
recently this has been laughed off 
by the "parlor pinks’’ and some of 
the so-called liberals, but this has 
not discouraged members tit con­ 
gress or nations! organizations like 
the American Federation of Labor 
and the American Legion from pur­ 
suing the matter. 
Russian-American relations would 
be benefitted if the Communists ta 
this country ceased their interfer­ 
ence. The number of persons outlie 
the Communist orbit who want to 
see friendship established with the 
Russian people is overwhelming. 
8uch antagonism as exists is levelled 
against the totalitarian regime in 
Moscow. 
All the talk from pro-

can be no reconciliation between the 
democracies and tyrannical regimes 
which abolish civil rights. 
RHasten Press Has Guilty Feeling 
The Russian-ccmtrolled press sod 
their allies Inside the United Stales 
have formed the habit of pointng lo 
the few persons lynched in the sou ti 
or to other Isolated Instance* of sup­ 
pression of civil rights aa typical 
examples of how lawless all Amer­ 
ican are. No emphasis Is placei 
for example, on the attitude <4 Le 
Republican Party — which Is de­ 
nounced as "reactionary" by M#ccw 
—in taking a stand publicly against 
lynchings and in favor of legftlation 
to abolish all forms cd discrimination 
between persons of dlffereii race 
or color. 
The truth is that Moscow^ press 
hag a guilty feeling about th! criti­ 
cisms of the totalitarian regime 
made by the Amercan pre* and 
flaunts the lynchings and th! Ten­ 
nessee episodes aa characterftic of 
the entire American people. Jut as 
Americans do not believe th t the 
oppressive
